THE IMPORTER. 


Ir is our intention in time to include in the 
series of articles on ‘‘The Profession of Book- 
selling’ one that will outline in detail the duties 
of theimporter. It has, however, been impossi- 
ble thus far to give the attention to the subject 
which it demands, and we therefore take pleas- 
ure in giving at this time, as an introduction to 
the more detailed account which we have in 
contemplation, an extract from the address on 
‘The Librarian and Importer,’’ delivered at 
the Conference of the American Library Asso- 
ciation, held in Philadelphia, June 21 to 25, by 
Ernst Lemcke, of the firm of Lemcke & Buech- 
ner, of New York. We know of no one better 
qualified to deal with the subject by experience 
in, and devotion to, this branch of the book 
trade. 

It may be. noted that Mr. Lemcke takes a 
high view of his profession, and makes vigorous 
demands upon himself and his assistants in the 


conduct of his business. His remarks also may . 


be considered a sufficient answer to those who 
have at times been inclined to criticise our 
efforts to establish a high standard for those 
who contemplate entering upon the duties of a 
bookseller, as well as for those who are already 
members of the trade. In these days of fierce 
competition only the man who is thoroughly 
fitted for his work may hope to survive. Well- 
booksellers are not numerous, and 
their services are constantly in demand and 
well paid. It is the incompetent men who 
swell the ranks and who meet with small re- 
ward. The unskilled bookseller is not wanted 
by any one, and is tolerated only until he can be 
replaced by a more efficient man. It may be 
true that to qualify oneself for a high position 
in the book trade may require a thorough edu- 
Cation, an immense amount of hard work, the 
mastery of countless details and many things 
besides. But other professions make the same 
demands of those who aim to rise in them, and 
many of these, in the end, do not offer as great 
reward to those who have dedicated themselves 


to their service as the book trade offers to its 
masters.

‘ir. Lemcke, after a few preliminary remarks, 
proceeded as follows : 





It is not so generally known what the importer 
is, or aims to be, namely, your home bookseller; 
or, in Dr. Billings’s definition, ‘‘a bookseller 
pure and simple, as all booksellers are supposed 
to be,’’ doubled with the foreign agent, or sev- 
eral of them, your shipping agent, insurance and 
custom-house broker, and your banker, all in 
one. Perhaps Dr. Billings would define the im- 
porter as the bookseller impure and double. 
He really is, in Mr. W. J. Foster’s happy phrase, 
‘‘on both sides of the Atlantic at the same time.” 
If you count up singly all the commissions these 
intermediaries would necessarily charge you, 
you will come to the conclusion that the im- 
porter saves you much work, much time, and 
much money, and is really your best friend. 

The importer aims to be the ‘‘ ideal booksell- 
er’’ recently referred to in many newspaper dis- 
cussions on the ‘‘ Decay of the Bookseller.” He 
is what M. Le Soudier, of Paris, in his official 
report on ‘‘ Books and Printing in the United 
States,’”’ describes him to be, from actual ob- 
servation: ‘‘ Among the retail booksellers we 
should name the ‘importers,’ who are, at the 
same time, the most important retailers of 
American books. They are the ones who, from 
a profound knowledge of the trade, give libra- 
rians and private customers most varied in- 
formation on books in general, which the 
American retailer would find it impossible to 
give. They study catalogues and circulars, and 
file them methodically. Certain houses, for 
their own use, keep a card-catalogue (of Ameri- 
can books), sothatit is always uptodate.” . 

The question, how to cover so wide a field suc- 
cessfully, is reduced to one of organization. 
The range of the information asked of the im- 
porter in his daily corregpondence covers the 
length and breadth of the whole field of human 
activity, as reflected in the printed book, from a 
grammar of the language of the Society Islands, 
or an edition of Ossian in English, published 
by subscription in Germany, with Goethe and 
his friend Merck as publishers, some 120 years 
ago—the bane of the book trade, subscription- 
books, is not so new a thing—to lists of the best 
Bohemian books, Boniface Book VI., a treatise 
on horseless carriages, or a history of the second 
person dualis of the lost second aorist of a de- 
fective Greek irregular verb. 

The ideal head of a large importing firm 
should be, in the first place, a man of business 
training and ability, with a sufficiently large 
capital for every emergency; he should be what 
librarians dislike to be called, ‘‘ a walking cyclo- 
pedia.’”’ This he cannot be, any more than the 
librarian; but he must have learned, what Ger- 
man universities aim to teach, the knowledge of 
how to learn. His professional library should 
be as extensive and as expensive as that of any 
one in the learned professions. How to use it 
to advantage should be his accomplishment. It 
has been my privilege to assist trained bibliog- 
raphers and cataloguers, and in two minutes to 
lay before them the information they had vain- 
ly searched for in the largest libraries. The 
ideal bookseller, it seems to me, is born, not 
made. Some of the brightest men I ever em- 
ployed never learned the finer points of our art. 

The departments of the importer’s business 
are periodicals and books. Periodicals again 
are divided into American and foreign. The 
American part is profitless. For a very small 
commission the importer supplies American 
periodicals in a way satisfactory to librarians 
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who want complete files, titles, and indexes. 
With the cheap agencies that do not pretend to 
do more than ‘‘ book” the order with the pub- 
lisher, the importer does not wish to compete; 
but what he agrees to do he carries out, and 
tries to give satisfaction. 

To foreign periodicals the importer pays 
special attention. As against importation by 
mail direct, which is more expensive and nat- 
urally risky—losses being unavoidable—the im- 
porter’s method of importation in bales offers 
great advantages. Whoever has seen the New 
York post-office when three or four foreign 
steamers dump their tons of printed matter into 
it, must become convinced that a great portion 
of it never can, and never does, reach its desti- 
nation. The wrappers with the addresses, es- 
pecially of French periodicals, are often torn off 
in transit. The post-office, while we used to 
import by direct mail, in one day, often sent up 
a dozen detached addresses and requested iden- 
tification of the contents. In the room where 
the papers are stored, the mass is bewildering 
and identification is impossible. Unless spe- 
cially ordered by mail, all foreign periodicals 
reach the importer in weekly bales from Lon- 
don, Paris, and Leipzig, forwarded by special 
arrangement in the mail-room of the fleetest 
steamers afloat. . A cabled bill of lading serves 
to make a so-called ‘‘tropical fruit entry,” 
so that these bales are delivered the moment 
the steamer reaches its landing-place, usually 
earlier than letters can be sorted and delivered. 
All papers are sent flat, in perfect shape for 
ultimate binding, recorded and re-mailed in 
New York. Complete files are thus insured. 
Notwithstanding the expense of this mode of 
importation, prices are made lower than copies 
cost when imported through the mails. Losses 
are prevented so faras humancare permits. If 
a steamer goes down, all, of course, is lost ; but 
the importer knows what his bale contained and 
duplicates are ordered by cable. Many issues, 
especially of French and scientific journals 
generally, cannot be duplicated; but a. firm 
that has a reputation to lose, does not shrink 
from buying afresh a whole year’s issue to re- 
place one single number. When the German 
steamer £/ée went down, a couple of years ago, 
in the German Ocean, nota single one of our 
subscribers was left with a broken set. 

The foreign agents, indeed, the publishers 
themselves, cannot furnish German and English 
periodicals at as low rates as bulk importation 
enables the New York importer to charge. The 
case is in so far different with French journals, 
as the prices which are printed on the covers, 
are absolutely net prices, for private subscrib- 
ers, libraries, and the trade alike. The im- 
porter receiving his French bales by the most 
expensive transportation line of all—the French 
steamers from Havre—cannot pay out of the 
half franc allowance on a 20-franc magazine 
thé cost of insurance, freight, packing, cable 
invoice, handling, and United States bulk rate 
postage. A library preferring to be its own 
importer, can, seemingly, save a few cents by 
subscribing direct at the publisher’s. Few 
count the annoyance and minor expenses of 
doing so, but are promptly undeceived when 
the first loss in the mails occur. Some foreign 
agents induce American libraries to subscribe 
through them to French periodicals and quote 
low prices, but render extra bills for postage. 
In examining such an account recently I found 


that a certain library withdrew its order from 
the New York importer, who charged $6.50 for 
a journal which the foreign agent offered for $6; 
but he rendered a separate bill of $1 for post- 
age. Besides, his service was four weeks 
behind in time. The correspondence with li- 
brarians and boards of trustees about the prices 
of French periodicals is one of the most un- 
pleasant parts of the importer’s business. Every 
tub must stand on its own bottom, and French 
papers cannot be supplied at a loss. A fair 
price must be charged for competent and satis- 
factory work. The net price system begins to 
crop up largely in the newspaper field, and the 
quotation of general rates becomes impossible. 
It is very evident that the New York importer 
cannot be expected to deliver at Chicago or San 
Francisco for $2.50 a 10-shilling net newspaper, 
when the average expense of importing period- 
icals comes very near 20% of the actual out- 
lay. 

The Book departments of the importer are 
the American and the foreign. The importer 
is not above furnishing the ‘‘ Bessie Books ”’ or 
‘*Poor Old Roe,” or any current novel. The 
foreign book department is subdivided by coun- 
tries. A large importer has his branches or his 
own clerks in London, Paris, and Leipzig. 
Orders are promptly acknowledged from the 
New York office and go out by every mail 
steamer to be filled immediately. This makes 
cancellation, except by cable, impossible. The 
books come by the fastest steamers afloat; nat- 
urally also the most expensive. Further sub- 
divisions are: new books, second-hand books, 
and serials. Lists are kept of every book pub- 
lished in parts ; every bibliography is scruti- 
nized to claim parts which publishers may 
overlook in sending on standing orders. The 
book orders go to South and Central America, 
the Hawaiian Islands, Cape Colony, Australia, 
Syria, Egypt, and the Indies. With the promi- 
nent publishing houses everywhere, open ac- 
counts are kept. 

This knowledge of practically all the book- 
marts of the whole world gives the importer 
great advantages, of which he invites the libra- 
rian to avail himself. In these days of the 
breaking down of national boundary lines and 
of international intercourse, even smaller libra- 
ries have calls for foreign books, and to-day 
there is added force in the truth of Dr. Cogs- 
well’s statement, made nearly forty years ago, 
when he said: ‘‘In collecting books for a li- 
brary which aims to be a good and great one, 
the proper question is, What is the merit of a 
work, not, In what language it is written.” 
Such knowledge is especially valuable in pro- 
curing sets of periodicals and serials. Old sets 
of an American magazine may often be bought 
cheaper in England or Germany than here, and 
vice versé. The foreign dealer knows that the 
New York importer is well posted as to current 
prices, and for ready cash prefers to sell to him 
cheaper than toa travelling librarian or to a firm 
that comes into the market to try an experiment 
or fill an occasional order once in a while. . - . 

Records of books out of print and rare books 
are kept on card lists. Advertisements in the 
several trade organs are tried and lists of desid- 
erata circulated. If unlimited time is given, 
good bargains can usually be made. One may 
advertise for a book a whole year without 
result; in the first month thereafter severa: 
copies may be offered. 
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The importer compiles and edits, often at 
great expense, catalogues and bulletins, and is 
gratified to find that his efforts are appreciated. 

Altogether, his. business is more laborious 
and painstaking than that of the ordinary book- 
cclier. Every librarian has some idea of the 
cost of American books, but few orders for 
foreign books, except from the largest libra- 
ries, come without preliminary correspondence, 
which takes up muchtime. The looking up of 
data, especially when garbled titles and wrongly- 
spelled names are given, can seldom be en- 
trusted to clerks. Much ingeniousness and 
book-knowledge are required to correct such 
mistakes. 

These are especially annoying when esti- 
mates are required before an order is placed. 
Whenever the librarian has correct and full in- 
formation as to name, Christian name, title, and 
above all, date of publication, he should not 
failto give it. The Duponts and Durands in 
French, and the Meyers and Schultzes in Ger- 
man, areas plentiful as the Browns and Smiths 
in English, and may take the better part of a 
day to be traced. 

It is easier to fill an order than to make a 
correct estimate, especially for American books, 
as the discounts of publishers, both here and 
abroad, vary more and more. ‘‘ Net” books 
multiply. The dealer who overlooks the little 
diacritical marks—stars and daggers—in the 
publishers’ catalogues, and ventures to quote a 
general discount for a long list, may secure the 
order as against the bookseller who works con- 
scientiously, and who with fuller knowledge of 
facts does not promise a third off on books which 
the publisher sells at a fifth off at best. The 
former will either lose money or report many 
‘‘shorts,” while the latter can make good his bid. 

As a general rule, libraries that order with- 
out previous estimate buy more cheaply. The 
dealer saves much time and can and does give 
a liberal customer liberal terms and his full 
share of extra benefits and bargains. Our ar- 
rangements with our best friends are such that 
they can verify prices easily from publishers’ 
lists. This holds good for American as well as 
for foreign books. 

Pricesand general terms depend upon circum- 
stances. While Dr. Cogswell’s remark of forty 
years ago, anent the opening of the Astor Li- 
brary, may be true, even from the librarian’s 
Standpoint, that it isa real degradation of books 
to value them by dollars and cents, no one 
should pay more than a book is worth in open 
market, and the dealer who overcharges kills 
the goose that lays the golden egg, which is at 
best a silver egg nowadays. 

Yet the craze for cheapness has gone as far 
as, or perhaps farther than, it should. I know 
of two, once prosperous, firms that have failed 
because they sold too many books to libraries. 
In England and Germany also the rage for 
cheapness is hastening the book trade into 
bankruptcy. But it isa fact that the American 
library, through the New York importer, buys 
European books cheaper than does the British 
Museum, the Royal Library of Berlin, or the 
Paris National Library. Competition on the 
One side, and the size of orders on the other, 
have brought about this state of affairs. But 
the size of an order has something to do with 
the rate applied. An occasional order cannot 
and usually is not expected to be filled by fair- 
minded librarians at rates which would pay a 





small profit only if the order were of consider- 
able amount... . 

' There are times when the librarian needs the 
bookseller who, in turn, is the means of saving 
the librarian’s money, and, generally speaking, 
is satisfied with profits which in any other call- 
ing, requiring a large capital, broad culture, and 
accomplishments in ancient and modern lan- 
guages, would be scorned as beggarly. As Dr. 
Billings puts it, ‘‘ The librarian cannot do his 
work without the aid of the bookseller, but the 
bookseller can get along very well without the 
patronage of the librarian. The bookseller 
knows, or should know, all that the average 
librarian knows, and a number of things be- 
sides, for example, how to make money, which 
no librarian knows muchabout.” But Dr. Bil- 
lings forgets to say how well the librarian 
knows how to prevent the bookseller from 
profiting by his supposed superior knowledge. 

It remains to touch upon the importer’s re- 
lation with publishers with whom he must needs 
keep on good terms. The importer must 
shoulder losses for returns of duplicates ordered 
by mistake, which he cannot refuse toa library, 
while some publishers are very unaccommo- 
dating to him. The publisher should refrain 
from underselling the dealer. Some are more 
liberal than others, and recognize the value of 
the retailer; the great German firms decline 
orders from private buyers; and one London 
firm at least, Fisher Unwin, prints on his lists 
the notice that on application he will furnish the 
address of the local dealer where his books can 
be had. There are others not so disposed. 

There is one more thing to mention. That 
state of perfect bliss, I believe, we shall never at- 
tain when Mr. Charles A. Dana’s proposition to 
the paper-makers at a recent banquet in New 
York will have application to the librarian and 
importer: ‘‘Cash down and higher prices,” 
though such terms would not be unreasonable. 
If I send an order abroad to-day the cash to pay 
for it must be ready in my European offices. The 
books are bound and the binder expects cash. 
All expenses, packing, freight, insurance, cus- 
toms brokerage, are cash. My clerk-hire and 
store rent are cash. Yet it is on an average 
four months before the check for the bill comes 
back to me, involving a loss of two per cent. 
interest on so much money. Even for peri- 
odical subscriptions, which are invariably cash 
in advance, a couple of month’s interest is in 
most cases lost, and often more. 

Let me conclude with Mr. Shaylor’s remarks, 
from an article in the December Nineteenth 
Century of 1896: ‘‘ I am fully convinced that the 
bookseller who has a well-informed mind,-and 
one always capable of development, who takes 
an interest in his trade because he loves books, 
and who has business capabilities worthy of 
his trade, is bound to make more than a bare 
living. He will not now, probably, leave a fort- 
une behind him, but he will have the satisfac- 
tion of being associated with the greatest minds 
of his age, as well as with that distinguishing 
characteristic of a nation’s intelligence, its 
literature. Booksellers may console themselves 
by being classed with those who follow litera- 
ture as a profession, and of whom Froude has 
said, ‘Ithappens te be the only occupation in 
which wages are not given in proportion to the 
goodness of the workdone.’” Mr. Froude 
might just as truthfully have said instead of 
littérateurs, the librarian and the importer. 
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THE DINGLEY TARIFF BILL PASSED. 


THE tariff bill has become a law, having been 
signed by the President at 4.06 P.M. on July 24. 
The provisions relating to the duty on books 
and paper are as printed in last week’s issue of 
THE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY. The provisions of 
the free list relating to books are in full as 
follows: 

Books, maps, music, engravings, photo- 
graphs, etchings, bound or unbound, and 
charts, which shall have been printed more 
than twenty years at the date of importation, 
and all hydrographic charts and scientific books 
and periodicals devoted to original scientific 
research, and publications issued for their sub- 
scribers or exchanges by scientific and literary 
associations or academies, or publications of 
individuals for gratuitous private circulation, 
and public documents issued by foreign govern- 
ments. 

Books and pamphlets printed exclusively in 
languages other than English; also books and 
music, in raised print, used exclusively by the 
blind. 

Books, maps, music, engravings, photo- 
graphs, etchings, bound or unbound, and 
charts imported by authority or for the use of 
the United States or for the use of the Library 
of Congress. 

Books, maps, music, photographs, etchings, 
lithographic prints, and charts, specially im- 
ported, not more than two copies in any one 
invoice, in good faith, for the use or by order 
of any society or institution incorporated or 
established solely for religious, philosophical, 
educational, scientific, or literary purposes, or 
for the encouragement of the fine arts, or for 
the use or by order of any college, academy, 
school, or seminary of learning in the United 
States, or any State or public library, and not 
for sale, subject to such regulations as the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury shall prescribe. 

Books, libraries, usual and reasonable fur- 
niture, and similar household effects of persons 
or families from foreign countries, if actually 
used abroad by them not less than one year, 
and not intended for any other person or per- 
sons, nor for sale. 

The Treasury Department officials hold that 
the bill went into effect at midnight, July 23 to 
24, and, unless they find evidence to the con- 
trary, Secretary Gage will so rule within the 
ten days allowed for the liquidation of customs 
entries made on July 24. Mr. Gage and his 
three assistant secretaries—Gen. Spaulding, 
Mr. Howell, and Mr. Vanderlip—after a long 
consultation, came to the conclusion that the 
bill went into effect at the beginning of the day 
on which it became a law. The courts have 
generally failed to recognize fractions of a 
day in settling tariff cases, but in the case of 
the tariff law of 1875 the Federal Supreme 
Court held that it became law from the moment 
of its approval by the President. Still, the 
burden of the opinions obtained by the Treas- 
ury Department is that a law becomes opera- 
tive at the beginning of the day on which it is 
approved. 

The question has a great pecuniary interest 
to importers who made entries on the 24th inst., 
and some of them will probably bring it into 
the courts for settlement. Secretary Gage 
thinks that that will be the outcome. Custom- 
houses close at noon on Saturdays, but in- 


structions were issued to all customs officers 
to keep a sufficient number of deputies on 
hand until 4 o’clock on the 24th inst., the regu- 
lar hour of closing business. As the Tariff 
bill was not signed until after the close of busi- 
ness, customs officers were not notified that 
the new law had become effective until the 
morning of July 26. All dutiable goods re- 
ceived on the 24th were assessed at the rates 
prescribed in the Wilson tariff act, but if the 
Treasury Department adheres to its opinion 
that the new law became operative at midnight 
on Friday, legal steps will be taken by the 
Government to collect the difference in the 
duties of the old and the new schedules in 
cases where the Wilson law imposes a lower 
rate. Refunds will be made in cases where the 
Dingley bill provides a lower duty. 


A PROPOSED CANADIAN COPYRIGHT 
LAW. 


THERE seems to be a very general feeling in 
Canada that before long a copyright law will 
be passed on the following lines: As soonasa 
book is published in England it shall be open 
to any one to make application to Ottawa for 
the right of issuing a special Canadian edition. 
The Government will then write to the English 
publisher, asking whether any arrangements 
have been made with a Canadian firm, and 
giving a definite time for reply. Should there 
be no response, or the reply be in the nega- 
tive, the applicant will receive permission to 
issue the book at whatever price he chooses, 
providing he paysto the Governmenta royalty 
of ten per cent. on the published price of all 
copies sold. Thisroyalty the Government will 
then forward to the English author or publisher. 
Under these circumstances, naturally, no Amer- 
ican or English edition will be admitted into 
Canada. 

The question which is still in dispute is 
whether the Canadian publisher shall enter 
into negotiations with the English publisher or 
shall deal directly with the English author. 
Some Canadian printers do not seem willing to 
recognize the right of the English publisher to 
interfere in the matter; but the majority, who 
for years have had pleasant business relations 
with England, are anxious to continue on the 
old footing. They say to the English pub- 
lisher: ‘‘ When you have a book coming out by 
some popular author you should write to us 
suggesting terms for the Canadian edition. 
The best thing you can do is to supply us with 
a set of stereotype plates, and we would print 
an edition from them, and would thus save all 
the expense ofcomposition. Instead of the ten 
per cent. which would be forwarded you by 
Government if you made no such arrangement, 
we might very well be able to pay you a royalty 
of fifteen or even twenty per cent., which you 
could divide with theauthor.” This plan seems 
feasible enough, asthe English publisher would 
still be able to control the price of the Cana- 
dian edition, and he would, of course, only 
make arrangements with firms whose commer- 
cial standing and capabilities were well known 
to him; in fact, the Canadian publisher wou!d 
to all intents and purposes act as his agent. 

‘‘ Two points,” according to the [American 
Bookman, ‘‘ must, however, be remembered by 
the Canadian publisher. The new law muston 
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no account be retroactive, or the general con- 
fusion that will inevitably ensue is awful to 
contemplate. And then it must not be forgot- 
ten that the reading public of Canada is not 
large, and that only inthe case ot a few very 
popular writers will a Canadian edition have 
the least chance of success. A few Canadian 
publishers hope for great things when the new 
law comes into force. Unless they are very 
careful they will burn their fingers badly.” 





THE ASHBURNHAM COLLECTION. 


‘‘ THOUGH the large sum of $20,000 paid for 
the Mazarin Bible was the most startling event 
in the recent sale in London of the first portion 
of the fourth Earl of Ashburnham’s printed 
books, there were other features,” according to 
a London correspondent of the New York Sun, 
‘‘which in themselves would have made the 
sale the most notable event for bibliophiles in 
many years. The competition for the rare 
Caxtons was one of the fiercest ever seen in 
England, and record prices were obtained for 
many books as well as for the whole collection. 
The 1683 books sold during the eight days that 
the auction lasted had cost the late Earl about 
$60,090; they brought in over $150,000, a profit 
of 150percent. The average was about $90 a 
volume, but as all the books were sold with- 
out any selection it would be fairer to throw 
out such as brought in less than $5 in making 
comparisons with other famous sales, where 
only the pick of the collections were sent under 
thehammer. This would make the Ashburn- 
ham average $200. The Syston Park sale in 
1884 was previously the record sale, with 
$140,000 taken in for 2110 lots; next came the 
Seilliére library in 1887, with $75,000 for 1140 
lots. 

‘‘ Bertram, fourth Earl of Ashburnham, who 
gathered these books together, died in 1878, at 
the age of 81, having been all his life an ar- 
dent and even unscrupulous collector. He col- 
lected pictures, armor, coins, but his ruling pas- 
sion was books and manuscripts, and the great 
wealth he was able to devote to his hobby and 
the notoriety of some of the collections from 
which he acquired books and manuscripts, 
have cast into the shade his collections of art 
and antiquities, which were of the highest 
order. Many of his most valuable manuscripts 
and books were stolen from the French public 
libraries by the persons from whom the Earl 
bought them, and he had every reason to sus- 
pect and in some cases to know the source 
whence they came. 

_ “A glaring instance of this was his purchas- 
ing the manuscripts of the notorious Count 
Libri, a mathematician of the first rank, Legen- 
dre’s successor in the French Academy of 
Sciences, a member of the Academy of Inscrip- 
tions, and of the Legion of Honor, who abused 
his office of Inspector of Public Libraries under 
Guizot’s ministry, to appropriate many rare 
books and manuscripts from the libraries of 
Paris and of the provinces, which he was sent 
to examine. He had the library marks re- 
moved from them by experts, and sold them at 
first in Paris, and, when he was found out, in 
England, the greater part to Lord Ashburn- 
ham. He managed to escape with his books 
before the trial, but was found guilty in his 
absence and sentenced to ten years’ imprison- 


ment—a sentence that was never carried out, 
as he took good care never to set foot in France 
again. 

‘* The French Government took the pains to 
have the books and manuscripts advertised in 
his catalogues traced, and was successful in 
many cases in showing from what library and 
shelf they had been taken, but could obtain no 
redress from Lord Ashburnham. After his 
death it appropriated 600,000 francs, a sum 
thought to be full equivalent to what the Earl 
had expended, in order to purchase them back 
from his successor. The successor, however, 
struck for the interest and France decided to 
let the matter drop. One well-known manu- 
script, a number of pages torn out, of the 
celebrated Lyons Psalter was proved to the 
satisfaction of the present Earl to have been 
stolen, and he returned it without compensa- | 
tion, on the French officials giving a written 
statement that there was nothing in the original 
transfer of the manuscript that affected the 
fourth Earl’s honor. In the Barrois collection, 
too, which the Earl bought, there were books 
whose rightful place was in French public 
libraries.” 





WASHINGTON’S LIBRARY. 


THE BostoN ATHENvUM, after forty-nine 
years of waiting, has published ‘‘ A Catalogue 
of the Washington Collection in the Boston 
Atheneum.” The work, as already noted in 
our issue of the 17th inst., was compiled and 
annotated by Appleton P. C. Griffin, who has 
examined Washington’s published writings, 
and also the large mass of still unprinted ma- 
terial in the Department of State, the Congres- 
sional Library (including Dr. J. M. Toner’s 
collection of transcripts), the Historical Society 
of Pennsylvania, the Lenox Library in New 
York, and in other places; and has noted what- 
ever Washington wrote in regard to his books, 
letters of presentation from correspondents, 
letters of acknowledgment from Washington, 
entries in his accounts, etc., so as tg throw as 
much light as possible on how and when the 
books came into:his hands, and what he 
thought of them. ° The result is a list of 835 
titles generously annotated, and presenting in 
some cases new information in regard to the 
history and authorship of anonymous produc- 
tions. 

The Second Part gives, more briefly, the 
titles of other books from Mount Vernon. The 
Third and Fourth Parts, devoted to Washing- 
toniana (editions of Washington’s writings and 
works relating to Washington), while not pre- 
tending to form a complete bibliography, con- 
tain the description of what is no doubt the 
largest collection of works on Washington in 
existence. 

An appendix by William Coolidge Lane, 
the librarian of the Athenzum, gives the in- 
ventory of Washington’s library made by the 
appraisers of his estate (569 items, represent- 
ing 884 volumes, not counting pamphlets, maps, 
and prints), which has been rearranged under 
several general heads—literature, history, 
travels, politics, military science, agriculture, 
etc., so as to show more clearly the character 
and extent of the collection. The brief catch- 
titles of the inventory are expanded into fuller 
descriptive titles; those which can be identified 
as describing booksinthe Athenzum collection 
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are distinguished by an asterisk, and, as far as 
can be done after an extensive correspondence 
of some months, the later history of the other 
books, their successive sales and their present 
whereabouts, is given, with occasional notes 
or extracts from Washington’s correspondence 
to show how and whenhe obtained them. The 
present ownership of many volumes still re- 
mains unknown to thecompiler, andit is hoped 
that the publication of this list may lead to the 
discovery of many of those now lost to sight. 
The presence of autograph and book-plate in 
the books described is noted in every case. 
Some titles not on the inventory are added 
when there is fair evidence of any kind that 
the books actually belonged at Mount Vernon 
in Washington’s time. Several platesshowing 
Washington's signature at different periods, 
the genuine and the spurious book-plates, and 
other points of interest, are added. 

[he collection of Washington books in the 
library of the Athenzum is by far the most 
complete in the United States. How it became 
the property of the Boston institution is an in- 
teresting story. The inventory of Washing- 
ton’s books made at the time of his death by 
the appraisers of his estate, Thompson Mason, 
Tobias Lear, Thomas Peter, and William H. 
Foote, showed that his library then numbered 
about 900 volumes. The original is deposited 
at Fairfax Court House. The books, under 
his will, became the property of his nephew, 
Judge Bushrod Washington, who also inherited 
his papers and the mansion house at Mount 
Vernon. Here Judge Washington lived, and 
added to Gen. Washington’s library a part at 
least of his own books. In his will in 1826 he 
provided as follows: ‘‘ All the papers and let- 
ter books devised to me by my uncle, Gen. 
Washington, as well as the books in my study, 
other than law books, I give to my nephew, 
George C. Washington; the books in the cases 
in the dining-room I give to my nephew, John 
A. Washington.”” In the inventory of his 
estate are these items: ‘‘ In the dining room, 
468 volumes miscellaneous works left to John 


A. Washington, 658 volumes of miscellaneous 


works left to George C. Washington, 1125 mis- 
cellaneous pamphlets left George C. Washing- 
ton,” besides ‘‘ 169 volumes of State papers,” 
‘*22 volumes of Journals of Congress,’ and 
‘* 649 volumes of law books, and 22 pamphlets.” 


The last named were destined for Bushrod 


Washington Herbert, the son of a niece, in case 
he should be trained forthe law. 

Mount Vernon was next occupied by John A. 
Washington. The books left to George C. 
Washington remained there for many years, 
but in 1847 or 1848 a considerable portion of 
them, perhaps all that remained, were sold to 
Henry Stevens, the bookseller. Mr. Stevens 
announced his intention of sending them over 
to the British Museum. To prevent this, and 
to secure them for Boston, a number of Bos- 
ton and Cambridge men, notably Prof. Jared 
Sparks, Prof. Andrews Norton, George Liver- 
more, and Charles Eliot Norton, who acted as 
treasurer, undertook to solicit subscriptions 
and raise the $5000 which Stevens demanded 
for them, a sum which, by the way, he after- 
wards reduced to $3800. This amount and 
$450 besides was collected, the Atheneum 
itself contributing $500. At a meeting of the 
subscribers it was voted to place the books 
permanently in the Boston Atheneum, of 





which a majority of the subscribers were proprie- 
tors. To the list of these subscribers seventy- 
nine names were attached, including those of 
every prominent Bostonian of his day, among 
them being Daniel Webster, Edward Everett, 
George Ticknor, Jonathan Phillips, William 
Appleton, Samuel Lawrence, Abbott Lawrence, 
Jonas Chickering, John E. Thayer, Nathan 
Appleton, Robert G. Shaw, Josiah Quincy, Jr., 
William T. Eustis, Joseph Iasigi, Edmund 
Dwight, John A. Lowell, George and Francis 
Peabody, and Zelotes Hosmer. 

The collection of books bought from Stevens 
comprises 455 volumes and about 750 pam- 
phlets. Of these, 354 volumes (including thirty- 
six made up of pamphlets bound together), and 
several hundred unbound pamphlets may be 
assigned to Washington’s private library, the 
large majority of them without question; the 
remaining eighty bound volumes and the rest 
of the pamphlets belonged to Judge Bushrod 
Washington or to other members of the Wash- 
ington family. Only one book from Washing- 
ton’s library has been added since the Stevens 
purchase. 

The remainder of Washington’s library has 
been scattered, and no large number of his 
books now exists in any one place except the 
Boston Atheneum. What became of the rest 
of the books left to George C. Washington can 
only be conjectured. Those given to John A. 
Washington passed to his son, John A. Wash- 
ington, second, and then to his son, Lawrence 
Washington, of Alexandria, Va. 

The catalogue isa square octavo of 540 pages. 
Seven hundred copies were printed, of which 
fifty were on a special wove paper, bought in 
1850 for this purpose by the committee of sub- 
scribers who gave the collection. The other 
copies were printed on a modern laid paper. 
The fifty special copies have all been taken up. 
The other cupies are sold at $5. 





CHANGES IN POSTAL-CARDS. 


THE sealed proposals for a new four-years’ 


contract for postal-cards will be opened on 
August 18. A slight change isto be made in 
the size of the standard card. A common com- 
plaint against the size now in use is that it is 
just a trifle too wide to fit inside of an ordinary 


businessenvelope. Many personstry to remedy 


this defect by shaving the cards down a little, 
but any mutilation renders a card liable to full 
postage, so that the experiment is rarely tried 
a second time if once discovered and punished. 

Besides the change in the standard card, 
which has been wisely called for by business 


houses with a large correspondence, the de- 
partment has resolved upon the issue of a sec- 
ond card of a size smaller than the standard. 
This is the result of the repeated application of 
Melvil Dewey, the New York State Librarian, 
in behalf of the American Library Association. 
The larger libraries supply each other with data 
on postal-cards, which are filed so as to make a 
card-index; all that is necessary then is to cut 
a card down, after its receipt, to the uniform 
index-card dimensions, five by three inches, 
and slip it into its proper place in the drawer. 
But this cutting of every card as it comes out of 
the mail involves unnecessary labor, and fora 
long time some of the leading librarians of the 
country have been agitating foreither a change 
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in the size of the standard card or the issue of 
a separate card of index size. Hitherto it has 
happened that these appeals have come in the 
midst of a current contract, and the department 
has not felt justified in advertising afresh and 
going to the trouble and expense of putting out 
a new contract for this item alone. 

This year Mr. Dewey renewed his corre- 
spondence at a season when the department 
was able to meet his wishes by making out spe- 
cifications for the smaller and the larger cards 
jointly, at no increase of cost. The new issue 
is regarded as in the nature of an experiment, 
and its permanence will depend on its gen- 
eral acceptance. Many librarians believe that 
the public will find uses for this card which the 
old ones will not answer, and that it will be- 
come popular. For the present, however, the 
department has made its estimates pretty con- 
servative, calling for only 200,000,000 cards of 
the index size, as against 1,800,000,009 of the 
standard. 





THORVALD SOLBERG. 


THORVALD SOLBERG, the recently appointed 
Register of Copyrights, was born of Norwegian 
parents, April 22, 1852, at Manitowoc, Wiscon- 
sin. He received a common school education, 
and went into the book business. On May 1, 
1876, he entered the Library of Congress as a 
cataloguer, remaining till May, 1889, eight 
years of that time being spent in the Law Li- 
brary. His interest in the work of the Copy- 
right office led to the preparation of his ‘‘ Bib- 
liography of Literary Property: a catalogue 
of books and articles relating to copyright.” 
This was printed in THE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY, 
in 1885, and reprinted, in book form, in 1886. 
In 1887, while in the Library of Congress, he 
visited the capitals of Europe, and gathered in- 
formation regarding the bibliography of the 
publications concerning foreign codes and 
statutes. This afforded him an opportunity to 
perfect his ‘‘ Bibliography of Literary Prop- 
erty,” by the addition of several hundreds of 
titles. ‘‘ Becoming interested in the struggle 


for an International Copyright Law, to quote 
The Critic, he prepared a history of the move- 
ment, and published it asa pamphlet, under 
the title of ‘International Copyright in the 
Congress of the United States, 1§37-1886.’”” In 


1888 he served as secretary pro tem in forming 


the International Copyright Association of the 
District of Columbia, and was elected as its 
corresponding secretary. He took an active 
part in urging the amendment of the Chace 
bill, and at the request of the Joint Committee 
of the Authors’ and Publishers’ Copyright 
Leagues submitted a revised text of that bill 


as it had been passed by the Senate on May 9, 
1888, together with a verbal argument in sup- 
portofthe emendations proposed. These were 
printed in a pamphlet entitled ‘‘ International 
Copyright,” and the text as amended was 
adopted by thecommittee and printed by order 
of the Senate, and became substantially the 
text of the act of 1891. 

‘‘Mr. Solberg has been a member of the 
Council of the Authors’ Copyright League for 
eight or nine years. In 1893 he attended, at 
the invitation of M. Henri Morel, the Director 
of the International Copyright Bureau at Berne, 


Artistic Association of Paris) the Copyright 
Conference at Antwerp. He has contributed 
copyright articles to Le Droit d' Auteur, the of- 
ficial organ of the International Copyright 
Bureau at Berne, the Journal du Droit Jnterna- 
tional Privé, Paris, several German periodicals, 
The Critic, The Natton, and THE PUBLISHERS’ 
WEEKLY. He has in manuscript an index of 
American copyright cases, and an index of all 
legislation for all countries having copyright 
laws, from the earliest statutes to date. His 
collection of copyright literature is interesting 
and valuable, especially rich in pamphlets, and 
noticeable for special collections ; it includes a 
set of every English Parliamentary paper and 
document relating to copyright from 1800 to 


1897.” 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


ConRAD BELLMAN, of the firm of Bellman & 
Son, booksellers, Sharpsburg, Pa., died re- 
cently in Denver, Col. He was born in Etna, 
Pa., August 1, 1861. In 1880 he opened a 
book-store in Sharpsburg. Two years ago he 
retired from business on account of failing 
health, and went West in the hope thata change 
of climate might be beneficial. 


HERMANN REIF, a well-known Western Ger- 
man bookseller, died in Detroit, Mich., July 13. 
He was born in Kandern in 1834, and came 
to this country in 1854. He was at.first en- 
gaged in the iron business, and then became 
a teacher in the old Clinton school in Detroit. 
A few years after he opened a book-store, of 
which he was the active head until about a 
year and a half ago, when he sold out his in- 
terest to his son Oscar and George Schwenk. 
His knowledge of the book trade was thorough, 
and for years he was an active member of the 
National Newsdealers’ and Booksellers’ Asso- 


ciation.
